that time, excluding all that are 
merely projected or merely talked 
of, having been 1,855 against 812 for 
the same time last year, or largely 
more than double. 

It is, meanwhile, the diversity in 
the character of the new enter- 
prises which is their chief charac- 
teristic and merit. Among them 
are classed iron furnaces, machine 
shops and foundries, agricultural 
implement factories, and eighteen 
other varieties of industrial works. 
Those exhibiting a most remarka- 
ble increase are irom furnaces, ma- 
chine shops, flour and cotton mills, 
furniture factories, gas and water 
works, mining enterprises, lumber- 
mills, ice factories, cotton-seed oi 
mills, brick works, and natural gas 
companies. The amount of capital 
represented by these new industrial 
enterprises reaches the enormous 
sum of $161,192,000, as compared 
with but $63,618,200 during a simi- 
lar period in 1886. 

There is material in the foregoing 
worthy of sober reflection and 
emulation. Practical phases should 
be considered in the rush for homes. 
Many of the new-comers must work 
while enjoying dwellings of their 
own in sections favored with the 
climate they want. Means by 
which employment can be given 
them should not be lost sight of.

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A PRESSING need of Reno is 
more small houses. Scarcely a day 
passes but that from one to ten per- 
sons call at the GAZETTE office and 
inquire for dwellings that can be 
be rented, furnished or unfurnished. 
The character of houses wanted is 
such as can be built for $800, $1,000 
and $1,200 and rented for $10 or $12 
a month.

NRW York, September 7. 

The World will publish to-morrow, 
over the signature of Ballard Smith, 
the results ofthe interview with Pres- 
ident Cleveland, had at Oak View last 
week. In chis interview is set forth, 
to the extent of six columns, Cleve- 
land’s views upon such topics of na- 
tional interest and importance as his 
renomination, civil service reform, 
the finan-ial situa ion, the Wheeling 
incident, and his coming visit to the 
South and West. The President said: 
J fully appreciate the valuable work 
which the World has donein the re- 
lormation of abuses in New York, and 
its efforts in many directions in be- 
half of the people. No man in the 
country can know the embarrassment 
and ke onary gg which have sur- 
roun- me in attempting to amend 
the condition of public affairs.“ 

In a subsequent conversation the 
President said that the composition of 
the Pacific Railway Commission had 
been a matter of uousual thought and 
consideration with him, and in view 
of valuable information obtained he 
was glad the question decided by 
Justice Field against the Commission 
had not been raised earlier. Their dis- 
patch recommending th» employment 
of additional counsel bad been au- 
swered immediately and full power 
given them. Why such counsel! had 
not been employed he had not been 
informed, but he understood that a 
reasonable adjournment to examine 
into the law was necessary. 

With the progress of Civil Service 
reform the President is very much 
pleased. Iu the first year anda half 
of my Administration, said the Pres- 
ideut, men came here by hundreds. 
by thousands, each company fill- 
ing the room and emptying it only to 
make way for another throng, and 
there was always che same formula: 
I have come, Mr. President, to ask 
thet be removed.” The rea- 
son?“ I would say. “Why, he is a 
Republican,“ would be the uniform 
answer. This was repeated over and 
over again in each successive case with 
seemingly hopeless iteration. I had 
always the same answer: “You must 
bring me proof of his unfitness as a 
public officer.’”’ I understand very 
well their inability to comprehend 
this, knowiog very well the process 
which had obtained here forso many 
years; I could but sympathize with 
their ivability, but now the formula 
is altogether changed. I have not 
heard that expression for many 
months past. It is now, atthe outset 
of every application for a change: 
“This man in unfit—a faithless public 
servant, and these are the reasons.“ 

„Is not this a very great 
deal to ‘have accom plished? 
Is not this a sufficient answer for the 
time that has mtervened to those who 
may complain that more has not been 
accomplished?’’ Concerning the ques- 
tion of renomination, Cleveland said: 
“It seems to be the universal belief 
thata President must desire renom- 
ination. I cannot understand how 
any men who hae served one term as 
President could have personal ambi- 
tion in securing a second term, with all 
its solemn responsibilities, its barass- 
ing duties and its constant aud griev- 
ous exactions upon his mental and 
physical strength. His consent, it 
seems to me, to accept the second term 
should rest entirely upon his sense 
of solemn obligation as a citizen and 
appreciation of his duty when called 
upon to bear his particular part of the 
burden of citizenship. The office can 
bave (at least for me) no personal 
allureinents. I hope my present term 
may be concluded with profit to the 
country aod with as few mistakes on 
my own part as are incident to human 
nature.“ s

Brittle Hoofs. 

The Boston Transcript gives 
some good suggestions on the 
above topic in the following: 
“Horses are frequently troubled 
with brittle hoofs, caused by a de- 
ficiency of water in the bone. This 
is caused in various ways—fever of 
the feet, or the common founder; 
inflammation of the interior of the 
foot; exposure to fermenting ma- 
nure or filthy stables, by which the 


horn is saturated with moisture 
con g ammonia; leaving the 
feet covered with mud; or even 
continued hot or dry weather, 2 
an unhealthy condition will 

duce this trouble in the feet. The 
horn becomes dry and granulated, 
and separates very easily, crumb- 
ling and splintering away until 
there is scarcely crust enough left 
to fasten a shoe upon. The remedy 
is, of course, to remove the cause 
and restore the moisture. Fre- 
quent washing of the feet with cold 
water, with attention to the health, 
and to give the horse clean bed- 
ding and an earth floor to stand 
upon, or else a deep bed of sawdust 
will prevent it, or cure it in many 
cases. Glycerine and water in 
equal parts is an excellent dressin 
for the hoofs. An occasional soft 
feed, as bran mash with a little lin- 
rpg is also useful, because it keeps 
the horse in good health and cool. 
Tar is sometimes used as a hoof 
dressing with advantage, but it 
needs caution in its application.

steadily insisted upon having pedi- 
grees.” Our stockmen, realizing 
the necessity of having something 
more tangible than human mem- 
ory, and more reliable than verbal 
statement, have carried the matter 
of registration of stock farther 
than any other peopie in the world. 
Such a movement as has taken 
place over here in the last ten years 
toward establishing registers was 
never beforeknown. The good ef- 
fects of this are being recognized 
everywhere among the nations 
with whom we have to deal, and is 
likely to some day result in en- 
3 markets for American breed- 

stock abroad. There is more 
or ess of fraud perpetrated in the 
name of registration; but few good 
things have ever existed which 
have not been counterfeited, and 
in some way made a means of im- 
position on the unwary.
